“Hundreds of farm houses were destroyed, railroads torn up and crops leveled. 
It may be days before the full fury and casualties of the storm can be reported.

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TRAIL OF THE STORM WITH DEAD 


CLINTON, Io., May 19.—A tornado struck 
Clinton County yesterday afternoon, pass- 
ing between Clarence and Stanwood. Its 
path through Clinton County and the edge 
of Jackson County was tuckily through the 
country, else loss of life would have been 
much heavier. The force was terrific. Trees 
were torn up or broken off and carried 
away, chickens stripped of feathers and 
other freaks of the wind were reported. 
Buildings of all kinds in the path of the 
storm were wiped out. The storm varied 
lan width from 80 rods to 80 feet.

I., May 1 19.—Eleven people 
are known to be dead and two score badly 
injured as the result of a destructive cycione 
which swept over Ogle County last night.

‘“The first reports received of the deaths 
and disaster caused by this storm fail to 
give the full account of the havoc worked. 
When full reports are received I believe it 
will appear that yesterday's storm was one 
of the most destructive on record. | 

“At Elwood, a point half way between 
Marion and the Mississippi, the worst havoc 
was wrought. Several people were killed 
and the buildings of the town were swept 
from their foundations. 

At Delmar Junction I received news that 
four persons had been killed. 

At Briggs Station report was brought 
of many buildings levelled and two persons 
killed.

There are three cables at Santiago de Cuba, two running to Jamaica and one to Hayti. They are 
British property, but they either have been or will be cut to prevent Gen. Blanco from communicating 
‘with Madrid or any other outside point. 


Santiago de Cuba is a maritime port with a population of 45,000 people, the second city in size on the island and the 
capital of the East Division. It is six miles inland from the mouth of the River Santiago, but nevertheless has a har- 
bor deep enough for ships of the line. 

Its port is four miles in length, well sheltered and defended by several forts, chie‘ of which is Morro Castle, corre- 
sponding to the fortification of the same name at Havana. 

The town is well built with wide streets and houses chiefly of stone, but, being hemmed in by mountains, it is en- 
healthy. The principal buildings are the Cathedral, several churches, a college, a hospital, and numerous convents and 
schools. It is an archbishop’s see and the residence of a Governor. 

Two railroads have terminals at Santiago de Cuba and in commercial importance the town ranks next to Havana and 
Matanzas. It has telegraph wires to all the principal towns of the island and steamers have so far plied regularly between 
the town and Balabano, touching, before the blockade. at Trinidad, Santa Cruz and Manzanilli. 

The province of Santiago de Cuba is at the extreme eastern end of the island and with the exception of a few forte 
fied tgwns and the capital city, has long been in control of the insurgents. j 

In a direct line, Santiago de Cuba is 450 miles from Havana.

But this moral conviction of guilt found no expresston itn 
the report of the grand jury. Twelve citizens, charged 
with the duty of investigating offenses against the law dis- 
covered that the city had been plundered by its officials. Yet 
there is not a single guilty man indicted nor a word in the 
report indicating the grand jury’s knowledge of and belief in 
the existence of a corrupt ring.

tory. From the beginning of his career he was devoted to the 
cause of truth as he saw it and his vision grew in clearness 
from the day he entered Parliament a youth of twenty-two 
until he laid down the cares of state in extreme old age. 

His was not an original mind. Ideas did not come to him 
through inner revelation, He was not a man of genius, but he 
Was quick to grasp the meaning of events and rarely failed to 
interpret correctly the popular will. Above all he possessed 
moral insight better and surer than intellectual power. Be- 
cause of this he was seldom at fault in his-Political judgment. 
Ile followed consistently the pathway of richt and humanity, 
convinced that this was the way of progress and the highest 
Interest of-the nation. : 

He gave a hint of his future when he helped Sir Robert Peel 
to repeal the corn laws and give cheap bread to the masses: 
and when, as Chancellor wf the Exchéquer, in 1851, he aban- 
doned tradition and reconstructed the fiscal system of Great 
Britain on principles which are likeiy to govern British policy 
for many years to come, he showed the trend of his sympathies 
by shifting the burden of taxation from the poor to the rich 
and foreshadowed the career which was to endear him to the 
British people for al! time. 

In 1865 he became Premier and initiated the series of great 
reforms which constitute the chief political glory of the Victo- 
rian age—the Irish Land Act, the abolition of religious tests 
in the universities, the Alabama arbitration and finally the 
Irish Home Rifle bill, the principle of which is still vital, and 
as all authorities believe, will yet be substantially realized. All 
these stand as a monument to his brilliant talents and moral] 
energy. In and out of office he stood manfully for humanity 
and right, against oppression and privilege. His revelations 
of Austrian tyranny in Italy aroused Europe and broucht about 
the emancipation of the Italians, his demunctation of Turkish 
barbarities in Bulgaria shook all England, while the wonderful 
Midlothian campaign revealed him in the fullness of his power 
as a tribune of the people. 

In all respects Mr. Gladstone did his duty, and was faithful 
to the trust reposed in him, His mind was controlled by his 
conscience, which from birth to death he kept free and pure. 
In all respects did he deserve the loving sobriquet bestowea 
upon him in his old age by his grateful countrymen—the Grand 
Old Man,

Few of the Union soldiers knew-—few peo- 
pie of to-day know—the name of the inven- 
tor of the “Springfield rifle’ and the breech- 
loading cannon. The man, Hiram H. Her- 
rington, is probably the greatest inventor 
of firearms ever known. Nearly all those 
in use jn this and in foreign countries are 
only improvements on his ideas. “Had he 
been less of a patriot and more of a monty 
lover,” says the Macon Telegraph, “his 
family would be rolling in wealth, But he 
c4sed little for money and nothing for fame, 
The archives at Washington alone can tell 
of Mr. Herrington's skill as an inventor 
and mechanic, and it seems strange that 
historians have overlooked a man cf such 
€reat genius, and especially one who has 
done so much good for his country.” 

At 13 Herrington entered the United 
States Armory at Harper's Ferry as an 
apprentice, where he invented the [first 
twist-drill machine, which attracted wide 
attention and was soon in eneral use. 
When a master mechanic and draughtsman 
he was ordered by the Secretary of War 
to make, from his own plans, the first 
breech-loading cannon*in this country, and 
thus gun-making became revolutionized. 
The design and principles of his breech- 
loading brass cannon were the same as are 
now employed by the Government in mak- 
ing large and small cannon.

Oscar Dearing, Terminal engineer in 
charge of engine No, 3, was instantly killed 
by the derailment of a train of freight cars. 

Dearing Hved at 24 South Fourteenth 
etreet with his wife and two children. 


His fireman, Claude Dickerie, of 2733 | 


Gamble street, was not Injured. 

Dearing’s death was due to his action in 
jumping from the engine. That his life 
, would have been safe had he stuck to his 
engine is shown by the escape of the fire- 
man. ’ 

The train was eastbound. It consisted of 


five empty flat and box cars. The engine | 
was backing. :

track just as train was emenging fron? 
the tunnel and entering the bridge proper. 
“What caused ft to leave the rails could 
not be ascertained. Unfortunately engine 
and cars have a faculty of doing that at 
times, with no apparent cause. The firs. 
car followed the tender and the latter pull- 
ed the engine off the track. ; 
“Engineer Dearing got frightened at the 
situation and jumped, When he struck the 
platform the first car was being dragged 
crosswise of the tracks and it struck him. 
The wheels passed over his body and when 
the @éngine stopped, another set of wheels 
were on top of him. It was probably three- 
quarters of an hour before they got him 
out. ‘ 
“Tt hope the Post-Dtspatch Will not attri 
hute this wreck to smoke in the tunnel, as 
is the policy of another afternoon paper.

It was broad daylight and the engine was 


clear out of the tunnel when the tender |

“One track was cleared at 7:30 and the 
other an hour later.” 

At the office of the general manager of 
the Terminal it was stated that the train 
was crossing from the north to the south 
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HOW THE ENGINEER MET HIS DEATH. 


When the train reached the switch at the 
moutn of the tunnel it jymped the track. 
Accounts differ as to w Sather the engine 
Was derailed. The police report saye that 
it was, but another report says it was not, 
At all events, learing became rattled 


when he knew.that an accident was inevit- 
able, and jumped. 

He Was caught and run over 
first car. The speed of the train was 
Great enough to pile the cars upon one an- 
other, and his bocy was fearfully crushed 
and mangied. 

His fireman, Claude Dickerle, Conductor 
“W. EF. Anderson and Brakeman R. J. Rob- 
inson of the wrecked train worked franti- 
cally with such means as were at hand to 
Fesctie their fellow-workman from beneath 

e wheels, but to no pyrpoere. ; 

It was almost an houf after the accident 
before the wrecking train and crew -got 
Dearing’s mangled remains out. 

The body was turned over to Fherle & 
Keyes, the undertakers, who had been sum- 
moned by Terminal officials. 

A wrecking train was sent to the scene 
and by 8 o'clock ail the wreckage had been 
cleared away, tn broken tlooring of the 
entrance to the bridge repaired and traffic 
restored. 

© cars were crushed to apliinters. The 
first one, when jumped from the rails, 
reared high. in the air and was thrown 
by the motion of the others over against 
the wall. 

The tragic death of Dearing is rendered 
infinitely sadder by the condition of his 
wife. She is about to become a mother. 

She was completely prostrated by the 
shock and the result may be serious, 

The couple boarded at 24 South Four- 
teenth atreet. M Dearing is left with two 
children, a boy and girl, aged 2 and 5 years 
respectively, and the little stranger who 
steps — the threshold of life just as its 
father leaves it. : 

Dearing was a steady, industrious sober 
man of a good Massachusetts famHy. Ha 
had been in the employ ef the Terminal

FATAL ACCIDENT IN 
A WEST END ALLEY. 


| BOYS WERE ON THEIR WAY TO 
SPEND THE DAY AT PLAY 
IN FOREST PARK. 


STOPPED TO MAKE A 
YOUNG PIGEON PRISONER. 


Companions to Rescue Him After 
He Was a Prisoner of the 
Instrument of Death.

Willie Hawe, a 10-year-old boy, was elec- 
trocuted by a live wire in the alley be- 
tween Delmar and Washington avenues, 
near Whittier street, Thursday morning, 
shortly after 10 o'clock. 

The boy, with two companions, was on 
his way to Forest Park, when the accident 
occurred. A chase after a pigeon led them 
into the alley, where the boy was killed. 

Hawe lived at 3208 Franklin avenue, His 


father is the driver of the truck in No. 
6's engine house. 

Thursday morning, there being no school, 
‘he asked and obtained his mother’s con- 
|sent to go to Forest Park. She packed a 
little lunch for him and he etarted away, 
promising to be back at 4 o’clock ih the 
afternoon, 

On his way he stopped to see two of his 
schoolmates, Lee and Clarence Craig of 81d 
North Compton avenue, one a year older 
the other a year younger than himself. He 
persuaded them to go with him and all 
decided to walk to the park and save their 
carefare for such things as they could buy 
in the park. 

The boys walked west on Delmar avenue 
until Whittier street was reached, when 
'one of them spied a yoting pigean on the 
ground. It could not fly but a few feet at 
a time and the boys determined to capture 
it. They chased it south on Whittier street 
and when it flew up the aliey just back of 
Washington avenue, they followed it. 

Half way up the alley the pigeon flew over 
a high board fence and the boys gave up the 
chase in disgust. 

About that time Hawe noticed a wire 
swinging in the alley. The boys said it 
came from the tangle of wires over head 
and they dared each other to touch it. Not 
one of them dared make the test at first, 
but finally Hawe said he would. Then the 
other boys became frightened and begged 
him not to grasp it. But their fears only 
made him the more determined, and walk- 
ing up he took hold of the dangling wire. 

‘Phere was a hiss and a sputter as the blue 
flame blazed out and twined around his 
arm in a spiral shape like a fiery snake, ‘The 
boy gave a shriek, but did not fall. His 
companions, alarmed, cried to him to let ga 
for the sputtering sparks still shot from the 
wire. which was cracking like a whip ana 
writhing Like a serpent. 

Suddenly the little fellow began to spir 
around like a top, groaning and crying o1®8 
for his playmates to a— him. Lee Craig 
jumped forward and tried to get him away 
by pulling at his coat. But finding this un- 
successful he seized the wire and twisted it 
out of the youngster’s hands. 

Hawe stood still for a moment, reeled and 
staggered a few steps, then fell on his 
face. 

By this time the boys’ cries had alarmed 
the people in the neighborhood and they 
ran out to find the cause of their screams, 
Hawe was lifted up and carried into the 
yard at 4217 Washington avenue and a doc- 
tor and a city ambulance were sent for. 

Dr. Hurlbut soon arrived, but the boy was 
dead. He tried to revive him, but after a 
nalf-hour’s harfl work gave it up and 
turned to young Craig, whose hand had 
been severely burned while trying to res- 
cue his comrade. The boy's injuries were 
dressed and he then told the story of the 
accident, 

In the meantime young Hawe’s mother 
had been sent for. She arrived about the 
same time as the ambulance, She had 
been told her boy was hurt, but when she 
found he was dead she became hysterical 
and it was with difficulty she was separated 
from the body, which was sent to. the 
Morgue. 

The people in the vicinity where the boy 
was killed are indignant over the carless- 
ness of the companies whose wires are 
strung in the alley. They say it Is not un- 
usual to find several wires down in the 
morning and their lives and those of their 
children are in constant danger. 

Immediately after the accident half a 
score of linemen appeared on the scene, 
and the wire was repaired. Not one of the 
men would tell, however, what company 
was responsible, and all claimed they did 
not know what kind of a wire it was. 


FATAL ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


Louisa Willi Falls Four Stories and 
Dies in an Ambulance. 


Louisa Willl, 16 vears old, was killed by 
falling down an elevator shaft in the CS FF: 
Blanke Tea and Coffee Co.’s Building, at 
Seventh street and Clark avenue, at 5:30 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon. She was em- 
ployed on the fourth floor with a number 
of other girls in putting up spiees, baking 
powder and extracts into packages and 
boxes. She finished her work at "5:30 and 
the other employes wefe hurrying their 
work to get through. The girls saw Loulsa 
walk toward the elevator. Suddenly there 
came a piercing shriek and the girls looked 
to the elevator, but Louisa was not there. 

lier screams were heard on every floor, 
and the employes rushed to the elevator 
shaft and peered over the guard. Down at 
the bottom lay the form of the poor girl. 

Superintendent Kennedy was in the base- 
ment at the time, only a short distance 
from the shaft. He hurried to the victim’s 
side and spoke to her, She had not lost 
consciousness and was suffering awfu! 
agony. Little streams of blood that began 
to trickle from her ears.and nostrils gave 
evidence of serious injury, and an ambu- 
lance was summoned, She was taken to the 
Central Dispensary, and the doctors found 
that her injuries were of a rious nature 
and immediately forwarded hé to the hos- 
pital. From the time that she was put 
in the ambulance she gradually lost con- 
sciousness and befare the hospital was 
reached the girl expired. 

It is oelfleved that the girl was endeav- 
oring to run the elevator down from the 
fifth floor, and as she reached out for the 
cable lost her balance and fell. The dead 
girl lived at 2283 Gaseccnade street with a 
mother, stepfather and three sisters and two 
brothers. Her mother, Mrs. Christian, was 
nlmost insane with grief Thursday morn- 
ine. SBhe said that Louisa had been a mode! 
gir! and was always pleasant and agr é¢-

TRACY SAYS THAT WE 
NEED MORE CRUISERS.

‘Ex-Secretary of the Navy Points Out That Our, 
Fleets Were Built for Defense, Not for Offense.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Ex-Secretary of 
the Navy Trecy of New York, under whose 
administration of the Navy Department 
many of the battleships and cruisers of our 
new navy were projected and built, was at 
the Navy Department to-day meeting his 
old associates and talking with the officials 
on the status of the present war. Gen. Tra- 


cy wes asked if our ships in their present 
active service met the expectation he had 
vf them, when the new navy was being 
developed. 

“To judge from Manila, they are meet- 
ing every expectation,” said Gen. Tracy. 
And yet I believe it to be the plain duty 
of Congress to authorize im lately the 
construction of six large armored cruisers 
of the most modern type, even larger than 
the cruisers Néw York and Brooklyn. These 
should be ordered in addition to the ships 
authorized by the regular naval appropria- 
tion bill. Now that we are called upon to 
carry on Offensive warfare, the need of ar- 
mored cru.sers is imperative. and the lack 
of them is at présent a serious handicap. 
Our new navy was developed on the idea of 
being a defensive navy, not an offensive 
one. 

“It was thought that If we ever had a war 
it would be with one of the great neva! 
powers, capable of throwing vast naval 
armaments against our shores, To meet 
this onslaught we proceeded on the theor 
of having 2 navy to protect our long stretch 
of coast and scout the ocean and cause all 


the damage possible on the commerce 
which most of the naval powers possess. 
Bor that reason we built our battleships 
and our unarmored orulsers. 

“The battleship is essentially for defen- 
Sive purposes as it lacks the speed essen- 
tial to carry on effective offensive warfare, 


although of course it is a valuable adjunct 
in any line of warfare. The unarmored 
crujsers, such as the Minenapolis and Co-

umbia, were designed mainly as swift 
scouts, and also as commerce destroyers. | 
Now, however, we find ourselves at war | 
with a nation which has littl commerce | 
to be destroyed, so that the unarmored | 
cruiser has little work to accomplish in 
the line of its original purpose as a com- 
merce destroyer, although valuable as an 
adjunct in any line. 

In short, we are re on what was 
not expected, an offensive instead of a de- 
fensive war, and as a result we ought to 
have the ships capable of executing of- 
fensive warfare, The armored crulsers New 
York and Brooklyn are fine ships of their 
class and are oracky fitted for this line 
of offensive work. T ey combine the feat- 
ures of heavy armor an rotected decks of 
an ironclad together with the speed of a 
cruiser. 

But what we need is more of them. The} 
strength of the Spanish uadron now in 
Southern waters lies in the fact that ! 
has this type of armored cruisers, with | 
apeed and protected armors, suitable for 
offensive work. Under the new conditions 
which have arisen it seems plain that Con- 
gress should provide at least six of these 
armored cruisers. We are not carrying on 
an offensive warfare, but We are reaching | 
out to the Phillippines. The entire theory 
of a defensive navy, on which our present | 
navy was formed has been changed and the 
new conditions should be promptly met by 
Congress.” 

When Gen. Tracy’s attention was called 
to the report that he might go to the Phil- 
ippines as Civil Governor, he taughingly 

iamissed the suggestions and said 
never had been a thought of this move ex- 
cept in the vivid imagination of some news- 
paper writer.

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PASTOR GONE, 


DEATH oF REV. JAMES V. SCHO- 
FIELD, AN AGED BAP-. 
TIST MINISTER. 


BROTHER OF GEN. SCHOFIELD. 


Pioneer Preacher and Established the 
Third Baptist Church, From 
Which He Will Be Buried. 


The funeral of Rev. James V. Schofield, 
for many years a pastor in this city, will 
take place from the Third Baptist Church, 
in Grand avenue, Sunday &fternoon, at 3 
o'clock. Rev. Dr. Johnson, the pastor, will 
officiate and Rev. W. W: Boyd, Rev. 
Behofield’s former co-worker, will make an 
address. Interment will be at Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. 

Rev. Schofield died late Wednesday after- 
noon at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Frank E. 
Bradford, 86 Delmar, His deeth came un- 


expectedly. 

He had been iI) for several days but was 
believed to be getting better when, on Mon- 
day he had an gaa e heart disease, from 
which he never rallie 

Rev. Schofield was born in Chautauqua, 

Y. in 1826, and was iv brother to Gen. 

John M. Schofield, U. 8. A. He came to this 
city before the war and just after he grad- 
uated from the Rochester Theological Sem- 
inary in central New York. 

He took charge of the Third Baptist 
Charch, then a weak organization, and 
built for it the foundations on which it 
stands to-day as one of the largest and 
wealthiest churches in the country. After- 
ward he went to the Fourth Baptist Church 
in North St. Louis, where he remained for 
several years and until he was made as- 
eistant pastor to Dr. W. ‘W. Boyd of the 

pcond Baptist Church. This was in 1886. 

Some years ago he went to Canton, IIL, 
where he has since lived. It was his in- 
tention to withdraw from active_work this 
summer, and hereafter do nothing but 
missionary work about the city. 

Dr. Boyd, who probably knew Rev. Scho- 
field better than any other man, said 
Thursday: 

“Dr, Schofield was an excellent man in 
every way. 

“He excelled, however, in pastoral work. 
His gentle ways, his simplicity of manner 
and his universal sympathy all ad@ed to 
make this kind of work successful. But, 
although he was gentile in manner, his con- 
victions were firm. and if he thought he.« 
Ae right nothing on earth could move 

im.’ 

Rev. Schofield’s widow survives him, as 
well as three unmarried daughters and one 
married daughter. Mrs. Grosse of Chicago.

They'll Never Come Here Any More, 
They Declare, Until the Old 
Town Braces Up and Be- 
comes Respectable. 


Several members of the Ladies’ Auxiliary, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, are 
inclined to be severe on the morals of St. 
Louls. They are evidently not accustomed 
to some of the old-fashioned German, 
French and Soktharn habits which are at 
times characteristic of this city. 

Their criticisms May be of some value 
as showing what persons think of us who 
are reared in a different atmosphere. 

The ladies direct their batteries against 
Sunday night entertainments and beer gar- 
dens, in which crusade they have a large 
city following. 


Monday night was “B. L. E. Night” at 
the Suburban Garden, and the delegates to 
the convention attended the minstrel per- 
formance in a body. The fact that the ma- 
jority of the auxiliary delegates were W. 
Cc. T. U. members and came from less cos- 
mopolitan places than St. Louis, seems not 
to have been considered by those who ar- 
ranged for the trip, 

Some of the ladies had never attended 
summer gardens, as St. Louisans under- 
stand the term, and could not differentiate 
between a place where those inclined can 
take a cooling glass’of beer on a hot night 
and the gack yard of a saloon, where whis- 
kygis sold. and the customers are thrown 

when they have spent all their money. 

The serving of beer with other refresh- 
ments, such as ice cream, lunch and lem- 
onade, was the cause: of complaint Monday 
evenin . 

“Until St. Louis improves her morals no?® 
one woman of our Auxiliary will ever visit 
here again,’’ is the Way Mrs. Joseph Cope- 
land, delegate 189, of Camden, N. J., 
pressed herself to a Post- -Dispatch re 
porter. 

“I speak not only my own strong disap- 
proval of the immoral] atmosphere “ this 
city, but the sentiments of every W. 

U. woman among us. 

“That trolley party was an insult to every 
woman who went. We though we were to 
have a pleasant ride and pleasant evening 
at some fine park. But instead. we were 
landed in the midst of a beer oereee. Just 
think of it! We women of the W. ¢. T. U. 
we women of the Auxiliary, die cate ‘funda- 
mental principals are sobriety and high mo- 

rality being éntertained at a beer garden} 

Had we known what the place was like not 
one would have gone, although I am told 
it was considered respectable and hike all 
other summer gardens here.

“Fifty representative women have come 
to me and denounced the @onveying of us 
to a beer garden as outrageous and we wish 
it publicly announced through the press 
that we do not approve such open immor- 
ality 

“What would my friends in New Jersey 
have thought of coi had they seen me in 
such a place? , who for three weeks 
stood in the legislative building. of New 
Jersey waiting or a hearing to put down 
the sale of liquor? 

“And this as not all. Here from my win- 
dow in the Laclede Hotel on Sunday .I 
witnessed dozens of drunken men on the 
streets below. One in rticular had been 
led out of a saloon and had attempted to 
return when the barkeeper pushed him off 
the pavernent into the gutter. The saloons 
are wide open all day Sunday. 

“IT am preparing an article now to send 
home, and I shall entitle it “Fhe disgust- 
ing sights I witnessed one Sunday morn- 
ing in St. Louis.’ ’’ 

Mrs. Copeland is an earnest worker for 
the good of the Auxiliary, and was deeply 
grieved that-her order should be mistaken 
for frequenters of any place where beer 
was sold. 

Mrs. May C. Bradford was present at the 
interview, and said: 

“IT was deeply mortified that we should 
have been the victims of such a mistake. 
We, as an organization for higher moral 


development. could not -consistently~ visit 
places of amusement where intoxicants are 
sold. Temperance is one of the principal 
things we advocate.”’ # 

Mrs. C. E. Moulton, of Toledo, O., did not 
agree with these ladies. She is not a mem- 
ber of the W. CC.

The main charge against Stemme is in- 
subordination, or rather the assumption of 
powers that Randall insists alone on exer- 
cising. 

Two weeks ago while Randall was out of 
town looking after his Missouri farm 
Stemme discharged Fred Swaine local in- 
apector of buildings, This was productive 
of a smal! sized cyclone, especially as Presi- 
dent McMath of the Board of Public Ims 
provements readily appraved the new ap- 

ointee sent in by Stemme, but the Mayor 

locked Stemme’s game by refusing to con- 
firm his appointnvént. 

When Randall returned and found out 
what had been done he was wrothy beyond 
expression. He immediately reappointed 
Swaine. Stemme protested and claimed that 
he had a right to do what he did under the 
clause creating the office~ of Assistant 
Building Commissioner,: which says that 
officer shall possess all the powers and 
qgalitications of the Commissioner. 

Since then Randall and Stemme though 
constantly in office together have not ex- 
changed even ordinary salutations. 

When asked why he was going to dls- 
charge Stemme Mr. Randall said: 

“Because he.thinks he has a right to run 
the office and tries to do it. Matters have 
narrowed down to a point where his pres- 
ence in the office is intolerable, and he's 
got to go.” 

“Suppose he refuses to be ‘fired’ before 
his term expires?’ 

“He has no term. The charter !n article 
14, sec. 4, says the Mayor can dismiss offi- 
cilals only for cause, but that heads of de- 
artments can dismiss subordinates at will. 

t is against my will to tolerate Stemme 
emother day. When I came back and found 
he had discharged Swaine, I told every man 
in the office that if one of them took or 
obeyed an order from him I would discharge 
them on the spot. I should have ordered 
Stemme from the -office then instead of 
treating him with the silent contempt I 
have since. 

“I know it looks singular at this late day 
to say that I made a mistake in ever giving 
Stemme the position, He has no qualifica- 
tions for it whatever, which I found out 
some time ago. Supernitendent Murphy 
had him in the Street Department as a 
map tracer or something, but had to get 
rid of him.

IV. 
HIS EARLY YEARS. 


Some one has said that where Mr. Glad- 
stone’s' conceptions are not Homeric they 


are theological, speaking, of course, outside 
the range of polit cs., This is easily account- 
able. ducated at classic Eton, where a 
boy puts in six years’ study on two or three 
books, the youth naturally gravitated to- 
ward classical essays and translations, and 
indeed seemed to dimly prophesy of his fu- 
ture greatness in a vigorous essay on “‘Elo- 
quence.” Leaving Eton, Gladstone was for 
two years the private pupil'of Dr. Turner, 
afterward Bishop of Calcutta. Then he en- 
tered Oxford. It was a time of awakening 
in religion and politics. Both Sir Robert 
Peel and the Duke of Wellington had been 
forced to concede Catholic claims. Peel had 
resigned his seat, avowing his change of 
opinion, and had offered himself for re-elec- 
tion. The religious tone of Oxford had made 
Giadstone more of a.churchman and Tory 
than ever, and he was the son of a Tory and 
churchman, With all the fire and vehe- 
mence of youth he moved at the union that 
the Wellington administration was un- 
worthy of the country’s confidence. The 
motion was carried with tremendous cheer- 
ing. and—a majority of one. 

n 1831 Gladstone left Oxford, and after 
spending some time in foreign travel was 
elected member for Newark in 1832. He was 
introduced to the borough by the Duke of 
Newcastle, whose son had been Gladstone's 
most Intimate college friend. There was 
sore need of the talented young Conserva- 
tive in the House. The reform act had just 
torn the heart out of the party. So Mr. 
Gladstone began pariiamentary life as a 
Tory. Later he developed into a Liberal, 
a Radical, and. yet there is no one* who 
can censcientiously doubt his atter hon- 
esty. His life has been that of his cen- 
tury—progressive, liberal, humanitarian, in 
its trend 

From the beginning he was a frequent 
speaker. The struggle of parties was at 
its height, and he took the tide at its flood. 
In 1834 Sir Robert Peel appointed him to 
a junior lordship of the Treasury, and in 
1835 Under Secretary for Colonial Affairs. 
In 1835 the Whigs were again in power, 
and Gladstone went with his party into Op- 
position until 1841, when Sir Robert Peel's 
great administration began. During these 
nine years Mr. Gladstone was teying his 
principles.

HIS RECORD IN PARLIAMENT. 


Giadstone’s maiden speech was on the 
bill for the ‘abolition of slavery in the 
colonies, and was largeiy devoted to the 
| defense of his father against some atrict- 
ures that had been made upon his man- 
agement of. hia estates in Demerara.

'Gladstone did not attempt to defend sia- 
very as an institution, but he Was op- 
posed to immediate emancipation, and in-

The course of free trade was largely ad- 
vanced durnig the next two or three years 
and the progress of events kept drawing 
tladstone and Disraeli into closer relations 
of rivalry, but the first personal collision 
was at the introduction of Disraeli’s budget. 
This was in 1852, when Lord Derby had come 
to office and when, indeed, Derby had been 
anxious to have Gladstone with him in his 
Cabinet, but Gladstone had refused. There 
were plenty of reasons for his so doing. Had 
he accepted he would have found himself in 
the same Cabinet with Disraeli; besides, he 
had ceased to be a Tory. 

The Derby administration was short-lived, 
its existence being terminated by Mr. Glad- 
stone’s effectual and crushing reply to the 
budget speech, a reply which not only set- 
tled his antagonist, but disposed of those 
who stood next in succession. The Aber- 
deen Ministry followed, Whigs and Peelites 
combining rather than coalescing with Mr. 
Giddstone as Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
Thus in 1852 three statesmen, Russell, Derby 
and Aberdeen, became Premier in rapiaG 
succeasion. The nation itself reposed un- 
questioning confidence in Gladstone. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was the 
mainstay of the Ministry, and the budget 
speeches marked eftochs. That such charm 
could be lent to figures struck the House 
with amazement. Never before had such 
budgets been so comprehensive, so orig- 
inal, so eloquent. 

The ve first budget established his repu- 
tation. It proposed an abolition of duty on 
128 articles, a reduction in the revenue of 133 
more and a total reduction of revenue of

The Aberdeen ministry was a strong one, 
but its fine promise was broken by the 
Crimean war and it feH into disfavor. 
lord Aberdeen resigned and Lord Palmer- 
stor assumed the reins of government. Mr. 
Gladstone continued at first to hold offite, 
but he soon resigned rather than assent to 
what he considered an unconstitutional 

arliamentary inquiry into the causes of 
he Crimean disasters. In four eventful 
vears Gladstone remained out of public of- 
fice, and debate grew to be perplexing and 
exciting, sometimes Paimerston and Glad- 
stone Achting desperately and sometimes 
defending themselves in a united stand. 

In February, 1852, Palmerston _gave up and 
Derby again came into office. Still the truc- 
ulent debate continued, and after a year of 
it, Derby appealed to the country, and in 
1859 Lord Palmerston and Gladstone formed 


Was again Chancellor of the Exchequer. His 
budget of 1860 gave effect to the tariff modi- 
fications on which Cobden's treaty was 
founded. His budgets from 1860 to 1866 were 
every one emphatic successes. Never wag 
a*man more believed in by the nation than 
William Ewart Gladstone. His growth 
toward liberalism became marked and 4l- 
ready the far-seeing men of that party be- 


gan to view him as their future Premier. 
| Whereupon he lost his seat, but only for a 
| few days, when he was returned for South 
Lancashire and announced himself as at 
last “unmuzzied.” He proved it. We itn- 
troduced a reform bill, which Mr. Disraell 
inveighed against ag tending to “American- 
ize British institutions-and let in the mob.” 
It was a bill simple in its provisions and 
capable of being enlarged from time to time 
as the poorer classes grew in inteHigence 
an@ political capacity. But upon it there 
seceded from the Liberal ranks a miscel- 
laneous party headed by Mg. Lowe and Mr. 
Horsman, and the bill was lost.

These events so turning gave Gladstone 


an opportunity to give attention to the af- 
fairs of Ireland. SThere was serious at 


schools were reconstructed and reformed, 
electoral rights were protected by the bal- 
lot system and religious tests at the unl- 
versity utterly abolished. The administra- 
tion of foreign affairs was at once reason- 
able and dignified and the revenue ad- 
vanced to a great surplus. 


Then came the reaction; there were de- 
fections in the Government ranks; noncon- 
formists objected to clauses of the educa- 
tional] act. Licensed victualers were loud 
in their denunciation of another bill, and a 
score of things beset the Premier. He dis- 
solved Parliament in 1874, suffered an over- 
whelming defeat at the election, and re- 
signed his leadership of the party. 


For the latter action Mr. Gladstone has 
not escaped censure, but the fact remains 
that, freed from the weight of leadership, 
he became a more powerful factor than 
ever, and in 1880 he was elected member 
for Midlothian, after a series of wonderful 
orations that stand unrivaled in campaign 
history. He led his party to power that 
year and again became Premier. 

His second administration was disturbed 
by the Irish parliamentary party and in 
1885 Lord Salisbury became Prime Minister 
at the head of the Conservative party. Glad- 
stone again resumed office the year follow- 
ing, his third administration ending with 
the general election of 1891, and his fourth 
beginning with the new Parliament of 1892, 
when he was returned upon a general liberal 
basis. but largely on the question of home 
rule for Ireland, a question which has over- 
shadowed all others in the British Com- 
mons for nearly 12 years.

The Rev. Shetdon Jackson, D. D., the 
retiring moderator, in the opening sermon 
spoke of the American Presbyterian church;

NUNS TOLD OF JIM CORBETT 


Dr. Hughes Testifies in the Irish Case 
and Talks of Fighters. 


The good sisters of the Visitation Acad- 
emy and the very pretty girl pupils from 
the academy who were in Judge Talty’s 
courtroom were treated to another novel 
experience when Dr. Charles H, Hughes, 
the neurologist, gave his testimony as an 
expert. 

The suit of Miss Anna Irish against the 


academy for $10,000 damages was thé occa- 
sion of Dr. Hughes being called upon to 
testify. Miss Irish was a pupil at the acad- 
emy, when she accidentally fell down an 
elevator shaft and hurt herself. Dr. Hughes 
was asked about the effects of shocks and 
falls upon the hervous system. During his 
testimony he used the terms ‘‘coma”’ and 
‘‘semi-coma,”’ and to illustrate what semi- 
coma meant he réferred to the Corbett-Fitz- 
simmons prize fight. 

He told-how Fitz hit Corbett a blow on 
the solar plexus, and how it produced a 
state of semi-coma, during which Mr. Cor- 
bett was at no time entirely unconscious 
and unable ta comprehend what. was going 
on around him.
